Didsbury 
man charged 
with property 
crimes

A Didsbury man has 
been charged follow¬ 
ing his arrest in relation 
to a series of property 
crimes in Mountain View 
County over the past sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

Kristopher Ronald 
Neergaard, 44, was 
arrested by Didsbury 
RCMP members on Jan. 
28. Neergaard has been 
charged with one count 
of possession of a loaded 
prohibited firearm, care¬ 
less storage of a firearm, 
possession of stolen 
property over $5,000 
and possession of stolen 
property under $5,000. 

The charges stem 
from an ongoing inves¬ 
tigation into a series of 
break and enters in the 
Didsbury, Sundre and 
Olds detachment areas 
since November 2014. 

Neergaard made his 
first court appearance on 
the charges on Feb. 2. 

“(The investigation) 
was well over two 
months. Hopefully (the 
arrest) reduces property 
crime in the area,” said 
Const. Keith Gill. “Any 
time we are able to lay 
a charge, we take great 
pride in the fact that our 
officers' diligent and per¬ 
sistent investigational 
skills paid off.

extremely invasive pro¬ 
cedure. 

The research has been 
going on for the past 
three years. Researchers 
are currently conduct¬ 
ing a study of 9,000 men 
over the next five years. 
They want to voluntari¬ 
ly collect blood, semen 
and urine samples front 
the subjects and iden¬ 
tify both negative and 
positive samples from all 
stages of the disease. 

Researchers also want 
to determine what the 
stage of cancer is in a 
given sample to better 
understand what that 
looks like and how that 
can be used as a baseline 
for future diagnoses. 

“The money (raised) 
is an enormous help. It 
helps us pay for all the 
different components 
of the test, but a single 
event like this may also 
help us train a graduate 
student for a full year. 
That’s an enormous 
help, because that’s 
not just this generation 
of researchers and cli¬ 
nicians, that’s the next 
generation," Pink said. 

Another important 
aspect of the work is 
adding current samples 
and saving them for later 
when further research 
may be conducted.

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Town to hire IT staffer

Council members gave 
the go-ahead to admin¬ 
istrators to begin the 
process of recruiting a 
person to oversee the 
town’s information tech¬ 
nology systems. 

The town recently 
completed a request for 
proposals for IT servic¬ 
es in tandem with both 
Carstairs and Cremona. 

There were 13 respons¬ 
es, with 12 meeting 
some of the needs of the 
municipalities. Of the 12 
respondents that were 
included for councillors’ 
information, fixed annu¬ 
al costs quoted ranged 
from $32,400 to $138,000. 

Many of the respon¬ 
dents didn’t specify how 
many hours they would 
be available in Didsbury 
for town staff to take 
advantage of their exper¬ 
tise, while many also 
quoted what administra¬ 
tion considered to be 


high hourly rates above 
what they would charge 
if they were called out 
beyond their specified 
hours of availability. 

Of those that quoted 
an additional rate, the 
lowest rate was $75 per 
hour, while the highest 
was $150 per hour. 

In preparing a report 
to councillors about 
the issue, Christofer 
Atchison, the town’s 
manager of legislative 
services, said the prices 
quoted were much high¬ 
er than Didsbury offi¬ 
cials had anticipated. 

Town staff began look¬ 
ing for a new IT ser¬ 
vice provider since the 
contract with Mountain 
View County - which 
had been extended to the 
end of February from its 
original expiration date 
of Dec. 31, 2014 - is due 
to expire shortly. 

“We honestly think 
that council (should) 
consider hiring (a town 
staffer)," Atchison said.
